On May 20, 2003, Deputy Baudino and his partner Deputy Jesse Rodriguez were working on a 
special saturation patrol assignment due to an increase in gang-related shootings and a threat of a 
possible attack on a deputy. While driving, they heard several gunshots. Seconds after the 
gunshots, they saw two male Blacks holding handguns and wearing red bandanas covering their 
faces running to a waiting stolen vehicle. The vehicle fled and was pursued by the deputies. The 
vehicle was involved in a collision with a stop sign and came to rest next to a block and wrought 
iron fence. The two passengers immediately exited the vehicle armed with handguns as Deputies 
Baudino and Rodriguez drove up to the scene. Deputy Baudino believed that the suspects had just 
shot at someone, were "Blood" gang members, were fleeing in a stolen vehicle and were armed with 
handguns and feared for both his and his partner’s life. Deputy Baudino fired five rounds from his 
Beretta handgun while seated in the passenger seat of his patrol car. Suspect Traveon Henderson 
sustained two gunshot wounds to his buttocks and was immediately apprehended. Suspect Kenneth 
Bell was later apprehended within the containment by Canine Services Detail (CSD) personnel. A 
third suspect (driver) fled and was not apprehended. 


On January 8, 2004, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted a review 
regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated by the committee were: 
3-01/025.00, Use of Force; 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force; 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force; and 3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards. Concerning: 


3-01/025.00, Use of Force, 3-01/025.30, Use of Firearms and Deadly Force, and 3-01/025.10, 
Unreasonable Force, the Committee determined that the force used by Deputy Baudino was 
reasonable and necessary and in compliance with Department policy. 
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3-01/050.10, Performance to Standards, the Committee determined that the tactics employed by the 
the deputies in this incident were within Department Policy. The Committee recognized that tactical 
issues raised during the meeting had already been discussed with the involved deputies during a 
tactical debriefing of the incident with the Unit Commander.

Dear Captain Peavy: 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attomney’s 
Office has completed its review of the May 20, 2003, non-fatal shooting of Traveon 
Henderson by Los Angeles County Sheriff's Deputy Anthony Baudino. Based upon the 
information submitted to this office, we have determined that Deputy Baudino acted 
lawfully in self-defense and the defense of others. 


The following analysis is based upon a series of reports prepared by the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department submitted to this office on September 18, 2003. No 
compelled statements were provided or reviewed. The District Attorney Command 
Center was notified of this shooting at 10:30 p.m. on May 20, 2003. uty District 
Attorney Margo Baxter and District Attorney Senior Investigator 

responded to the scene. They were given a briefing and provided with a “walk through” 
of the scene by Sheriff's Investigators. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On May 20, 2003, Deputies Anthony Baudino and Jesse Rodriguez were assigned to the 
Special Enforcement Bureau working directed patrol. They were assigned to the Lennox 
Sheriff's Station’s Vermont District due to a large number of gang shootings in the area. 
At approximately 10:00 p.m., as Standing in front o 25" Street 
looking at one of the tires on his truck. Four of friends were also standing in 
front of the location. [Mand his friends heard multiple gunshots coming toward 
them from Budlong Avenue. They dropped to the ground to avoid being hit by gunfire 
and then made their way to the backyard of the house for safety. The bullets shattered the 
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rear left window of, Heck and the rear window of another car parked in front of 
the location. 


At the same time, Deputies Baudino and Rodriguez were finishing a patrol check of 
Helen Keller Park located on 126" Street. They heard approximately 5 gunshots, a pause 
and then approximately 6 more gunshots coming from Budlong Avenue. Deputy 
Rodriguez drove westbound on 126” Street and turned right onto Budlong Avenue. He 
and Deputy Rodriguez saw two black males walking north on Budlong Avenue from 
125" Street wearing red bandanas over their faces. Each was carrying a large caliber 
handgun. The two males got into a parked Jeep Cherokee and sped away northbound on 
Budlong Avenue. Rodriguez activated the lights and sirens of the patrol car. Baudino 
broadcast that they were in pursuit. 


The Jeep turned eastbound on 123" Street and ran the stop sign at Vermont Avenue. 
After hitting a dip in the road, the Jeep went airborne and “fishtailed” when it landed. 
The Jeep spun out of control and crashed into a masonry wall surrounding a home located 
atest 123" Street. As the Deputies drove eastbound on 123" Street toward the 
Jeep, the front right passenger, later identified as Traveon Henderson, got out and pointed 
a handgun at them. In fear for his life, Deputy Baudino, who was still in the moving 
patrol car, fired his service pistol one or two times at Henderson. A black male seated in 
the rear seat, later identified as Kenneth Bell, got out of the Jeep also holding a handgun. 
Bı sed Henderson who was running east on the south sidewalk toward the driveway 
of| est 123 Street. Henderson turned toward the deputies with his hands in his 
waistband as he continued to run. Fearing that he and his partner were about to be shot, 
Baudino fired again, possibly striking Henderson who fell to the ground. Henderson 
stood up and again reached toward his waist. Baudino ordered Henderson to raise his 
hands. Henderson did not comply. Fearing Henderson was going to shoot him or his 
partner, Baudino fired an additional shot. 


Bell climbed a block wall just east of the driveway. At the top of the wall he paused and 
appeared to be stuck. According to Baudino and Rodriguez, it appeared that Bell pointed 
the gun he was holding at them. When Bell did not comply with their orders to drop the 
gun, Baudino, still seated in the patrol car, fired one shot at Bell. Bell continued over 
the wall and was later located, with the assistance of a K-9, several blocks away. Bell did 
not receive any gunshot wounds. He was not in possession of a gun at the time he was 
taken into custody. 


Rodriguez and Baudino drove eastbound and pulled into the driveway Go est 123 
street, possibly striking Henderson with their car. Henderson continued up the driveway 
and behind a car. Baudino saw Henderson crawling on the ground and ordered him to 
show his hands. At the same time, Baudino and Rodriguez saw a third suspect get out of 
the Jeep and run north on Ainsworth Street out of view. Baudino took Henderson into 
custody just west of the driveway in the yard oii est 123" Street. He had two 
gunshot wounds to his buttocks. Henderson was transported to Martin Luther King 
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Medical Center. Baudino surrendered his service weapon to investigators at the scene. It 
was determined that Baudino fired a total of 5 rounds during the incident. 


A .45 caliber pistol was recovered from the sidewalk just below the front passenger door 
of the Jeep. It was examined and found to be loaded with one live round. On the front 
lawn where Henderson was taken into custody, a .38 caliber revolver was located. It 
contained 6 expended .38 caliber shell casings. 


Henderson and Bell were both charged, in case number YA055191, with multiple counts 
of attempted murder and other felony charges stemming from the shooting on 125" 
Street. They are currently awaiting preliminary hearing in the Inglewood branch office. 


LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of another 
if it reasonably appears that the person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of 
another actually and reasonably believed that he was in imminent danger of great bodily 
injury or death. People v. Williams, (1977) 75 Cal.App.3d 731. 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar 
circumstances, to be necessary to prevent the injury which appears to be imminent. 
CALIIC 5.30, 5.32. 


Where the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law 
does not weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be 
justified in killing because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety. 
People v. Collins, (1961) 189 Cal.App.2d 575. 


Actual danger is not necessary to justify the use of deadly force in self-defense. If one is 
confronted by the appearance of danger which one believes, and a reasonable person in 
the same position would believe, would result in death or great bodily injury, one may act 
upon those circumstances. The right of self-defense is the same whether the danger is 
real or merely apparent. People v. Toledo, (1948) 85 Cal.App.2d 577. 


CONCLUSION 


On May 20, 2003, Deputies Baudino and Rodriguez were assigned special patrol duty in 
the Vermont area due to an increased number of gang shootings. As they finished a 
patrol of Helen Keller Park, they heard gunshots nearby and drove to that location. 
Moments earlier, two male blacks had opened fire on a group of friends as they stood 
outside of a residence. Baudino and Rodriguez saw the two males carrying large caliber 
handguns get into a stolen Jeep where, unbeknownst to the deputies at the time, a 
getaway driver was waiting. The Jeep engaged the officers in a short pursuit before 
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colliding with a block wall. Henderson and Bell both got out of the Jeep carrying 
handguns. As Henderson fled, he twice reached toward his waistband and tumed back 
toward the deputies. In fear for his and his partner’s life, Baudino fired several shots at 
Henderson hitting him twice in the buttocks. As Bell climbed a wall east of the 
driveway, he turned toward the officers who both believed he was carrying a handgun. 
Baudino fired an additional shot at Bell but did not strike him. 


No additional handgun was recovered on Bell, or in his immediate area, when he was 
taken into custody. However, a handgun was recovered outside of the passenger-side 
door of the Jeep. It is possible that Bell exited the Jeep holding the handgun as seen by 
the officers and then dropped it before running away. The events moved rapidly. 
Baudino was firing at Henderson while he was still seated in the patrol car driving toward 
the location. It was dark, the deputies were shouting orders and both suspects were 
running. Bell’s movements in dropping the gun may easily have been hidden from the 
deputies’ view. When Bell made a pointing motion toward the deputies as he climbed the 
wall, it was reasonable for them to believe that a gun was being pointed at them. Under 
those circumstances, it was reasonable for Deputy Baudino to believe that, in order to 
prevent serious injury or death, the use of deadly force was necessary. 


We find that Deputy Anthony Baudino acted in lawful self-defense and the defense of 
others. We are closing our file and will take no further action on this matter.
